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What are Native Values

he original values of a 
pjeople come from their 
culture and experi- 
ences. Values motivate 
peoples behaviour and 
attitudes. Indian's values also 
provide a basic plan for our dis- 
tinctive identities. These values 
have persisted for tens of thou- 
sands of years in the North 
Ainerician Indian. There is a core 
of collectively held native values. 
One of the main ways of relating to 
the world is an atUtude of respect. 
In spite of the great pressure to 
change, Indian jjeople continue to 
be themselves. Being ourselves 
does not mean abusing alcohol, 
drugs or amybody else. Being In- 
dian in the true sense is to bring 
balance and harmony in all the 
things we do and in all our rela- 
tionships with all our fellow msin. 
Values and behaviours, 
such as self-control, generosity, 
Ireedom of the individual to make 
his own decisions, and bravery 
rtnd dependence on the Great 
Spirit are part of the psycological 
makeup of Native people. 

Although there have been 
•issimllative forces at work in the 
last 500 years, there are certain 
( haracteristics the Natvies have 
Vieen able to maintain. ITiese val- 
ues and priciples come from the 
Sacred Teachings of the Midewin. 
The traditional values of the 
Ojibway include: 1) to know love is 
lo know jjeace; 2) to honour all of 



creation is to have respect: 3) lo 
cherish knowledge is to know 
wisdom: 4) to face the enemy 
with integrety is to know brav- 
ery; 5) to know yourself as a 
sacred part of the universe is to 
know humility: 6) to be brave in 
facing a situation is to know 
honesty: 7) to know all things is 
to know the truth. Also, the four 
Ojibway priciples of life, hon- 
esty, kindness, sharing and 
strength still exist today. 

These four priciples were 
also used as guidelines during 
the signing of treaties with the 
federal government. The seven 
values and the four priciples, 
along with the the four colours 
of man are the fundamental 
values of the Ojibway Anishnabe 
Nation. These values and 
priciples are also incorporated 
into the aclent medicine wheel 
which has been with the 
Anishnabe people since time im- 
memorial. 

According to North 
Americian Indian teachings, the 
spirit is shown the outline of 
life's path, given his or her pur- 
pose and the time that it is to be 
accomplished in. 

The point Is that it is the 
"soul" or "spirit" that motivates 
the life of the human being. The 
spirit must be "bom" into the 
world by the human vessel. The 
spirit is either "sent" or wills its 
own course. There is no end to 



life, only a transition; life Is a path. 
The most Important thing In the 
North American Indian way of life Is 
our children, not ourselves. 

The life path Is simply "a spirit 
working through the world." It Is 
said that among different Indian 
tradUons that everyone has a p>ath. 
It Is understood that if you stray 
from your path you could be headed 
for major problems like alcoholism 
and drug addiction. In the Indian 
culture, a child is protected by the 
envisioned road or path so that it 
could reach old age. There is no end, 
the path is eternal. At death, and 
Indian returns to the beginlng; one 
is always ready for his life and death. 

Death is greatly respected 
because it is considered a time of 
tradition. As Chief Seattle states, 
"there is no death, only a change of 
worlds." The elders hold honor and 
respect because it is believed that 
they had been allowed to by the 
Great Spirit.

The program Is supported by 
the Ministry of Northern Devel- 
opment and Mines, the Cana- 
dian Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgy Sudbuiy Branch, the 
Association of Professional En- 
gineers of Ontario, the Mining 
Research Directorate (MRD), 
and INCO Limited.

' Procedure for Making Academic Changes 

The onus for initiating changes rests solely with the student. Neither a verbal request for a change tu.i 
an Informal change wUl be accepted as valid. If a student wishes to change courses or course serliotis 
progreims and/or enrollment, the appropriate form must be completed . These forms, plus detailed 
Instruction on their use. are available from the Office of the Registrar or the Center for Conliniiint 
Eklucatlon. The completed forms must be returned as jjer directions contained therein. 

Course Changes 
Students wishing to withdraw from a course, add a course, substitute one course for another or rhan^r 
from one section to another, must apply to do so through the registrar on the designated form. All c ourst 
changes must be authorized by the student's academic advisor and in the case of course additions, ajsi ■ 
authorized by the Instructor of that course. 

Adding Courses 
The deadline for adding courses, substituting one course for another, changing a section of a course ami 
for late registration in courses is indicated in column A of the table below. 

Withdrawing from Courses 
Students wishing to withdraw from a course should first ascertain that to do so will not adversely allci i 
their academic program. 

A course from which withdrawal is made before the date specified in column A will not be recorded 
on the student's s academic record. 

A course firom which withdrawal Is made after this date but before the date specified In column H 
will be recorded on the student's academic record as "W. 

A course from which withdrawal is made after the date specified in column B will be recorded on 
the student's academic record as "F". 

N.B Fldl time students who wish to withdrawfrom the University must consult the Dean oJlheirJacuUij hrj< nt 
withdrawal is complete.

proposal was put to the Univer- 
sity, the feedback was mostly nega- 
tive from stafif and faculty. TTie 
feeling was that the current sys- 
tem of appeals was adequate. The 
prop>osal suggested that a com- 
mittee be put together of eight 
voting members, 4 selected by the 
AEF cind SGA Presidents, as well 
as 4 members appointed by the 
President of the University to co- 
ordinated the activities of the of- 
fice. The purpose of the office 
would be to 'assist students In the 
resolution of misunderstandings, 
disputes and conflicts "they have 
with staff or faculty at the Univer- 
sity. 

In response to a question 
from a previous meeting of the 
board, Ted Clarke advised the 



council that a referendum on Lau- 
rentlan's membership In the Ca- 
nadian Federation of Students 
could not be held until 6 months 
after the FederaUon's knowledge 
that a referendimi would take 
place. It has been suggested that 
at p)ast SGA Board meetings that 
some members of the SGA are not 
satisfied with the services that 
CFS offers. Board members were 
told that a CFS representative 
would be at the next SGA Board 
meeting. 

The next meeting will take 
place on Januaiy 18th at 5:30 pm 
In Room 239 of the Student Center. 
SGA Board meetings will be held 
eveiy other week for the second 
term.

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The Road that WAS Taken 



In Greek mythology there 
is the story of Theseus who 
braved a road from Troezon to 
Athens to search for his father 
Aegeus, King of Athens. 

On this road to Athens he 
overcomes several hazards 
such as Corynetes; a giant with 
a predilection with bashing 
people's heads with a huge 
cudgel, Sciron; a chap with a 
large snapping turtle and 
Procrustes; a man who chops 
off your head and feet to allow 
you to fit in his bed. The 
journey he undertook to find 
his father was. in a real sense, 
to find himself. As in other 
literature, mythology often re- 
sembles life. Here is the story 
of two Theseus'. 

The goal to advance as far 
-IS you can go in a sport is one 
'hat many athletes possess, 
ihey want the competitive 
'irive, the camaraderie of the 
locker room, the cheer of the 
spectators. Two friends, 
I^aurentian students who shall 
only go by their first names 
(Kent and Joe) undertook their 
"journey to Athens" with suc- 
cess, and along the way met 
up with their Corynetes, 
Procrustes and Sciron. 

Avid readers of The Hockey 
News this year may have seen 
notices calling for players in a 
new league formed in Florida, 
called appropriately enough 
the Sunshine League. The 
league itself is modest. Play- 
ers would be paid $275 per 
week with room and board 
paid. Their season started 
November 2 1 st with a 48 game 
schedule. 

Kent and Joe had decided 
to leave Laurentlan and try 
out for the Lakeland Lasers, 
one of the SL teams. They 
quickly packed their bags and 
drove off for the sun, deciding 
to take 1-75 down the heart- 
land of the southern United 
States. Their choice was ra- 
tional, if they made it they 
would get to play hockey, if

not, they could return here 
and resume their studies with 
little loss in academic stand- 
ing. They would be gone in the 
latter event, at most, two 
weeks. 

They met their Corynetes 
early on. In Toledo, Ohio the 
service station they were at 
was surrounded by undesira- 
bles. The attendant, seeing 
them out of their element 
stated, "You guys don't belong 
here," This, of course, did not 
deter them. Bolstered by in- 
ner courage and caffeine pills 
they kept going south, south 
to the sunshine of Florida, the 
Sunshine League of Florida.

Yes, In- 
deed Mr. CampbeD, perhaps 
the Lasers wUl have me try out 
next season, so I can feel this 
rapture. In our race for our 
B A. 's and M A. 's to please our 
Mommy's and Dadcfy's we for- 
get one thing; that we only 
have one kick at the can, that 
we'd better make It a good 
kick. B.A.'s can always be 
earned later, realization of 
dreams only once. To steal a 
line from one of the greatest 
movies dealing with the reali- 
zation of dreams. Field of 
Dreams, "Is this Heaven?/ No, 
it's Iowa/Wow, sure seems like 
heaven to me...."

Now that I got your atten- 
Uon... 

This column Is dedicated to 
all the past, current or future 
injured varsity athletes and to 
their friends and fans, so that 
they may understand a little more 
what injuries mean in sport. 

Say the word Inlurv to an 
athlete and you may get a variety 
of instant emotions as a reply! In 
one's athletic career, within the 
dally routines, the championships, 
seasons upon seasons of progres- 
sion, once in a while, there maybe 
a POP - CRACK - SLASH - or 
BANG that will afflict a parUcular 
body part. 

For an athlete, this can be a 
real "pain" (pun intended). Apart 
from the obvious PAIN and incon- 
venience that results, the real 
problem lies In the sudden stop of 
training for a questionable amount 
of time... 

It would have been easy to 
simply list names of Injured ath- 
letes and talk about their stories, 
but that would probably add more 
to their already very frustrated 
lives. Rather than doing that, to 
help us get the total picture, let us 
look at a personal stoiy: the writ- 
er's. Fourteen weeks ago, I de- 
cided I would finally use one of my 
five years of eligibility with the 
cross-country running team. E>ve- 
rjrthing was nne: the training was 
good but challenging, the times 
were coming down, teammates 
were encouraging, the coach was 
supportive, etc... ENferythlng was 
fine, until IT happ)ened: second 
degree strain In the left medial 
gastrocnemius! What? OK, trans- 
lated it meant, I tore left calf (bot- 
tom leg muscle). So what you might 
say, take two aspirins and you'll 
feel fine the next morning. The 
problem with serious injuries Is 
that there Is only really one effec- 
Uve treatment: TIME OFF from 
running - with the help of a whole 
bunch of trips to the Athletic In- 
jury Clinic, and the Sudbury Natu- 
ral Therapy Clinic. 

Total time Invested: 3 weeks. 

Results: loss of time training. 
Increased frustration, the Isola- 
tion from the team, and a 
helluvalot smarter about DO's & 
DONTs with injuries. 

So I survived the ordeal, and 
things are back to normal now. 
Elxcept that. I have learned that it 
Is Just not worth It to keep push- 
ing It when you are slightly bit 
injured: slightly bit Injured now. 



can change dramatically to very 
injured later. 

Since September, the 
Voyageur Athletic Injuiy Clinic 
has seen many Injured athletes 
and continues to do so now. If you 
ever happen to walk in the clinic 
you can't help but notice the smell 
of frustration (word used for the 
3rd time, are we trying to make a 
point here?!) that carries in the 
afr. Every year, an award is pre- 
sented for The Most Injured Ath- 
lete" (believe It or not!). Do you 
think the recipient of such a thing 
can feel proud? - maybe It's a 
small consolation for a year of 
frustration (4th). 

Most of the time these Inju- 
ries are the result of freak acci- 
dents, but sometimes they are the 
result of pure ignorance - some- 
thing that should not happen. It 
was mentioned before that one 
must take preliminary warning 
signs seriously and back-offl Un- 
fortunately try telling that to an 
athlete when their attitude Is: "If 
I'm not training hard all the time, 
I'll lose ground." Or, "I can't take 
time off. It will ruin my season!" 
Or, "I can't because someone will 
take my spot"... An ounce of pre- 
vention Is worth a TON of treat- 
ment, better take a little time off 
now than take a lot later. We are 
not saying to be overly sensitive 
about your body, but when it talks, 
listen! 

Research has found that the 
following factors have been clearly 
linked with Increased proneness 
to injury: being overtired, lack of 
sleep, a poor diet, poor sleep, high 
stress levels. Those above factors 
should be taken Into serious con- 
sideration; therefore proper rest 
and diet must be an Integral part 
of overall training. I tried to ex- 
plain some of this to my training 
partner (who suffered from a simi- 
lar frustrating (5th) injury to mine). 
I think he caught on - I hope... 

I would like to take this op- 
portunity to wish you all a healthy 
and an injury-free 1993.. .To all 
fellow athletes who arc now slowhr 
getting treated, or are comlngback 
from an injury: stay strong, perse- 
vere, the sun will shine tomorrow. 
Like you, we want you back train- 
ing and competing for tl»e Vees 
100% soon!
